O YOU grok rock? Love monsters? Like 
comedies?. Then you’re in luck on all 
3 counts ’cuz PHANTOM OF THE PAR- 
ADISE is the first truly monsterful movie 
musical. Previous pictures have claimed to 
be but were either mostly musicals or just 
monster movies with a song or two. But this 
one (previously announced as PHANTOM 
OF THE FILLMORE and then, for a brief 
period, simply PHANTOM) is different: it 
has lots of songs, all written by co-star 
Paul Williams, which fit into the film and 
work with the plot.

a faust-rate find 


The soulless Swan has no compunctions about 
stealing the music of a new young composer, 
Winslow Leach (William Finley), when he dis- 
covers what he’s looking for in the innocent youth- 
ful musician’s rock-opera based on FAUST. 

A bewildered Winslow goes to Swan’s myster- 
ious mansion where he meets girls who are audi- 
tioning for the unscrupulous maestro. Winslow 
hardly has more than time to meet a beautiful 
girl who impresses him (Phoenix: Jessica Har- 
per) when he is thrown out. 

In a desperate attempt to reach Swan and de- 
mand an accounting from him, Winslow dis- 
guises himself as a girl—but is found out again. 
This time he is framed and winds up in jail.

In jail Winslow becomes the helpless victim of 
a strange sadistic experiment: all his good teeth 
are painfully pulled out and replaced by shiny 
steel ones!

Swan is preparing a new music auditorium 
known as the Paradise where he will premiere 
“his” new musical sensation, the mod version of 
FAUST. Unknown to anyone, a mysterious fig- 
ure creeps into the Paradise and fashions an out- 
fit from various bits of costume: a long cloak, 
skin-tight black-leather clothes and a weird owl- 
like mask. 

The Phantom of the Paradise is born! 

As Swan is watching rehearsals of FAUST 
from his secret box, the Phantom plants some- 
thing in the back of the prop car. 

The auto with its unknown additive moves 
slowly onto the stage as a part of the action. 

Unscheduled action: a terrific explosion! 

Pandemonium reigns! 

But Swan, unperturbed, retreats to his hidden 
TV room, jampacked with monitors & video 
tapes. Here he is confronted by the Phantom.

So Swan sits in his box and 
watches as the unseen Phantom waits behind 
him, considering his choice. 

When the various girls try out for the part, 
one catches the glittering eye of the Phantom:

And as the lead male for FAUST, Swan se- 
lects a singer who never quite made it as a star. 
He changes the singer’s name to Beef (Gerrit 
Graham) and introduces him in a coffin! 

So while the Phantom slaves away in his elec- 
eye cocoon, creating anew his masterful mu- 


sic, thinking Phoenix will rise as the star of what 
he creates, the evil Swan is busy behind the 
scenes creating what he wants.

At last: Opening Night. 

The curtain rises. 

The Undead stalk out onto the runway into 
the screaming crowd. As they sing a song about 
a perfect man, they grab limbs from members 
of the audience.

“I can’t abide perfection in any- 
one but myself,” he tells his assistant. Phoenix 
falls under the spell of the diminutive rock genius 
and goes with him to his mysterious mansion. 

The griefstricken Phantom follows his secret 
love to her rendezvous with Swan.

Swan, hating Phoenix’ perfection, decides his

Meanwhile, back at the theater—The Phan- 
tom of the Paradise discovers the full story of 
the horror of Swan—in a very strange scene 
which might be called the Videotape of Dorian 
Gray. The Phantom has sneaked into Swan’s 
secret room full of TV equipment, the private eye 
chamber from which the rockmaster spies on his 
entire operation. And the Phantom learns what 
Swan really is, what he himself has become and 
what Swan’s diabolical plans for Phoenix are. 

Going berserk, the Phantom destroys the 
videotape room and rushes out to try to pre- 
vent Phoenix’ death and seal Swan’s doom. 

Does he succeed? Some readers will curse our 
editorial policy for not telling. Others will praise 
our restraint for not rushing into print with the 
answer and spoiling the surprise.

been portrayed on the screen. From 
Nickelodeon days thru the silents into the 
era of talking pictures & Technicolor. It 
may be that DR. JEKYLL & MR. HYDE 
was seen as long ago as 1897 in a Scandi- 
navian cinema version of the amazing con- 
version from good to evil. 

AMAZING STORIES, the original “scien- 
tifiction” magazine, once had a slogan: “Ex- 
travagant Fiction Today, Cold Fact Tomor- 
row.” I have a little observation of my own: 
Today’s Trash May be Tomorrow’s Treas- 
ure. Example: think of all those 35¢ first 
issues of FAMOUS MONSTERS cut up or 
thrown away in 1958 & 59 which today have 


fe & TIME AGAIN Robert Louis Ste- 
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reportedly had buyers at as high as $150 
a copy. 

Because Your Editor was a clipping freak 
as early as 1929 (in that year I excitedly 
began to cut the BUCK ROGERS comic- 
strips out of the newspaper every day), my 
ingrained habit by 1932 did us all a price- 
less favor today: from a newspaper of the 
time I cut out & pasted on a blue-lined 3- 
holed sheet of school notepaper the fol- 
lowing, which I kept in a ring binder.

I wish I could tell you to whom we are indebt- 
ed for the following highlights on the career of 
the good doctor & his evil alter ego for the first 
44 years of their co-existence on the stage but 
unfortunately the article was anonymous. It 
follows. 


career of a split personality 


For 44 years DR. JEKYLL & MR. HYDE was 
the leading mystery thriller of the stage, the 
granddad of THE BAT, DRACULA, FRANK- 
ENSTEIN and other later arrivals which found 
their way, naturally enough, to the screen. A 
good many years ago, as years go in the movies, 
DR. JEKYLL was done by John Barrymore as a 
silent picture and now, with Fredric March in the 
title role, it is back this week as a talkie. 

Since Richard Mansfield first stepped upon the 
stage as Jekyll & Hyde in Boston, 9 May 1887, 
the play has been a popular & much-used vehicle. 

Many dramatic versions have been presented, 
even to the extent of making it into a brief vaude- 
ville thrill-skit. 

Opera houses, tent shows, airdromes and the 
greatest theaters ot the country have all housed 
presentations of the story in dramatic form. 

Oscar Dane, impresario who used to take a 
fling at uplifting the legit drammer, looked up- 
on DR. JEKYLL as his standby and played it 
14 
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for many seasons in the metropolitan centers 
of central Missouri. Mansfield himself played 
DR. JEKYLL & MR. HYDE as part of his reper- 
toire for 20 years, enacting it in 1907 only a few 
months before his death. 

Mansfield was responsible for the first dra- 
matization of the Stevenson story. An ardent 
reader of mystery stories, he ran across the book 
in 1886, instantly saw its possibilities as a play, 
and induced his friend, Thomas Russell Sullivan, 
to adapt it. 


stunned silence 


Mansfield approached the first night with fore- 
bodings, being dubious of his own ability to make 
the transformation from Hyde into Jekyll con- 
vincing. 

He afterwards confessed: “That night in the 
third act where, as Hyde, I grasped the potion, 
swallowed it, writhed in the awful agony of trans- 
formation and rose pale & erect, the visualized 
embodiment of Jekyll, an ague of apprehension 
seized me and I suffered a lifetime in the silence 
in which the curtain fell. In another instant I 
realized that silence was a tribute of the awe & 
terror inspired by the reality of the scene, for 
thru the canvas screen came a muffled roar which 
was the sweetest sound I ever heard in my life, 
and I breathed again.”

Because he felt the play far too emotional, 
tragic & absorbing, either for himself or for his 
audiences during the summer, Mansfield gave 
the play for a week only. 


dr. jekylls & mr. hydes 


Mansfield kept the play in the background 
until Sept. 12 of the same year, when he staged 
it at the Madison Square Theater in New York. 
Although he had contracted for the English & 
American rights to any play from the Robert 
Louis Stevenson story, he soon found that the 
book was insufficiently protected under the 
copyright law. Versions of every type, from in- 
different to unmentionable, sprang up all over 
the country. In St. Louis, Dane wrote his own 
version. It was Dane, with a keen eye for pub- 
licity, who, while touring remote sections, ad- 
vertised that his Mr. Hyde had to be kept chain- 
ed in a box car en route and in the theater. 

Mansfield’s only real rival with the character 
was a German-American actor named Daniel 
Bandmann. Comparison between the two Hydes 
was made by a critic by stating that Mans-

field’s was weird, Bandmann’s grotesque. 

Meantime, Henry Irving had met Mansfield 
and asked him to come to London and appear in 
his own Lyceum Theater. Mansfield agreed to 
make his English debut in DR. JEKYLL & MR. 
HYDE. 

Suddenly, announcement came from London 
that Bandmann would open in DR. JEKYLL & 
MR. HYDE at the Opera Comique in London a 
month earlier than Mansfield. Quickly gather- 
ing his scattered company, the members of which 
were on vacations, Mansfield left for London 
to stage his version 4 Aug. 1888, two days before 
the Bandmann opening. 

While harassed by the idea that Bandmann 
might first appear as Jekyll & Hyde and take 
the novelty from his presentation, or might even 
steal honors, although New York had repudiated 
the imitator, competition appeared in an unex- 
pected quarter. On July 26, Howard Poole, actor- 
manager of several minor theaters, gave a dra- 
matic version of the Stevenson story at Croydon, 
10 miles from London. He attracted no attention, 
was immediately enjoined, and Stevenson and 
his publishers repudiated all versions of DR. 


In DAUGHTER OF DR. JEKYLL it was Arthur Shields who underwent the transformation from friendly 


doctor to fiendish (s)layman. 
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Mild-mannered superstar Spencer Tracy traced the career of Jekyll & Hyde even further in his version

in 1941.

masterpiece of the macabre 


Mansfield appeared in the play Aug. 4 and 
London critics confessed that on the plane of 
what is weird, somber, saturnine and mystical, 
there had been nothing in the experience of living 
theater-goers compared to it. 

Two days later Bandmann gave his version, 
which was not successful and was withdrawn 
after the second performance. 

Whether or not the return to the screen of 
DR. JEKYLL & MR. HYDE, following the re- 
cent production of that other thriller, FRANK- 
ENSTEIN, means that the cinema will be given 
over to dramas of this type for some time to 
come remains to be seen. Certainly, however, 
the year just ended, which began with a blaze of 
machinegun shots, did not, at its close, keep 
up to the early pace of pistol pastorals and, up 
to the time of the arrival of these two mystery 
mellers, seemed to be headed for the very sen- 
timental themes. 


barrymore into burymore 


About 1943, I touched (in a fanzine) on the 
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transformation scene in the 1920 version of J&H, 
saying: “When it was filmed with Barrymore, 
‘the transformation was rather sudden. Camera 
technique hadn’t reached the uncanny perfection 
of the present day. You saw before you, one min- 
ute, Barrymore’s noble profile. A few twists & 
grimaces—plus a rather fuzzy appearance of the 
film—and the handsome John had become a grue- 
some deformity with a hunched back, an elon- 
gated head & a vividly repulsive face.’ But in the 
1932 version the transition was _ incredibly 
smoother and smoothed the way for all the fol- 
lowing films of metamorphosis, from WERE- 
WOLF OF LONDON on.” 


death of fantascience films? 


In the January-February 1937 issue of Science- 
Fantasy Correspondent, I had a feature asking 
a disturbing question, namely: “Will Color Kill 
Fantascience Films?”. My conjecture is reprinted 
here in part: 

All shades of the spectrum may now be repro- 
duced on the surface so long known as the silver 
screen. Color is a success, artistically & commer- 
cially; critics approve, the public applauds. So 
pyramiding percents of pix, on major studios’ 
skeds world round, presently are being planned 
in the perfected medium. A lustrum [5 years] 
elapsed, and double bills in black & white are 


predicted doomed—as rare as air in interstellar 
space! 

OK; except, this disconcerting question comes 
up: can fantascience films survive Technicolor 
treatment?! 

Don't misinterpret my meaning: I’m not at- 
tempting to picture whether feral-faced were- 
wolves would be more terrifying “toned up” or 
Undeads more spec-Dracula with carmine-tinted 
tongues. If Frankenstein’s monster would have 
been more monstrous with macabre make-up in 
color—scarlet scars, flame-seared head, pasty 
greenish complexion and so on. I’m not conjec- 
turing whether or not color would increase ex- 
citement in laboratory yarns—when we might 
be grasped ina greater grip than ever by glowing 
globes, leaping liquids, bolts of blue & rainbow 
rays, newly awesomely augmented sight of 
smoke, fire, flash of reacting chemicals & elec- 
trical incandescences. I’m sure, with the addition 
of tints, we'd all be inspired with extra enthu- 
siasm for our favorite type fotoplay; that color, so 
to say, would enhance such cinemas’ “shocks 
appeal.” 

Probably a portion of you will recall DR. X, 
the exciting detectale of “synthetic flesh” with 
Lionel Atwill & Fay Wray; and Atwill & the Fay- 
vorite horror heroine in MYSTERY OF THE 
WAX MUSEUM, both of which Warner winners 
appeared some seasons back in the old type two- 
tone tints. Some, too, may have seen Vitaphone’s

But what I wonder is (I continued; I was 20 
years old when I wrote this): what of the DR. 
JEKYLL & MR. HYDE style scientifilm? Could 
trick photography tales like THE WEREWOLF 
OF LONDON and SHE be filmed in color? Be- 
cause, as I understand it, the process employed 
in effecting such terrifying transformations de- 
pends on the camera’s inability to distinguish 
the difference in colors! Something like this, for 
instance.

At the 1973 Hollywood Filmex, Karl Struss, 
the cameraman on the Mamoulian/March ver- 
sion of J&H, after a showing of the film answered 
questions of the audience in a forthright fash- 
ion. “Wally Westmore,” he said, “used a lot of red 
make-up in the first transformation of Fredric 
March and by photographing thru red gelatin 
filters about 2 inches square held close to the 
camera lens, it was indetectible.” Struss reveal- 
ed that this technique was a refinement of that 
originally used in 1923 in Cecil B. deMille’s 10 
COMMANDMENTS when the lepers were mirac- 


ulously cured of their afflictions. 

Struss also revealed that Irving Pichel (later 
to appear as the pasty faced bodyguard in DRAC- 
ULA’S DAUGHTER) was first considered for 
the dual role. (Robert Donat, of THE GHOST 
GOES WEST, was originally intended for the 
role assumed by Spencer Tracy, we learn from 
Don Willis’ Horror & Science Fiction Films 
Checklist.)

LUGOSI! Ah, what magic these six little letters 
conjure! One need not be a devotee of the cinema 
in order to fully appreciate their magnetism & 
power. The name sweeps back like a legend; back 
to a time when our parents & grandparents re- 
sponded to it as we may currently respond to 
names like Christopher Lee & Vincent Price. 

When the question is asked, “Who was Bela 
Lugosi?”, the response is almost always the 
same. “Oh, he was the guy who played DRACU- 
LA!” Yes, he most certainly did play the part 
of Count Dracula in Universal’s classic 1931 ter- 
ror film feature. But, like the song says, “Is that 
all there is?” Is it fair to judge & identify an 
actor on the basis of one single film role? Of 
course it isn’t fair but there is sound reason for 
this. 

Bela Lugosi was always “a man of mystery.” 
Unlike his fellow actors & actresses, Lugosi 


shunned big publicity. His name could not be 
found, very often, in the fan magazines of the 
time as was the case with stars such as Gable, 
Cagney, Cooper & Bogart. This lack of publicity 
had its effect. Without the aid of personal inter- 
views or other stable methods by which a writer 
can formulate factual information, the only al- 
ternative was to fabricate such stories. It is 
even true today! Many of the current articles 
written about Lugosi are based on the fantasies 
of the past! 

I hereby wish to rectify this sad situation! At 
least it would be gratifying to think I am doing 
so. To explain further, an article was written 
about Bela Lugosi in July 1941. To my knowl- 
edge this was the only article which really hit 
home as far as Lugosi’s personal life was con- 
cerned. The title of the article was, MEMOES 
OF A MADMAN! and it is assumed that Lugosi 
actually told everything contained in the article 
to its author, Gladys Hall. Judge for yourself

“\.. But am I mad?... Living here, in the Cali- 
fornia sunshine, with my small son, the little 
Bela, playing in the garden, with household 
sounds about, that seems a purely rhetorical 
question, more than a little absurd... 

“Yet my wife, a quiet girl, not of the theatre, 
crystal clear of mind and serene of spirit, admits 
that I have a strange power over her. The ser- 
vants in our household, after they have been with 
us awhile, tiptoe about. My wife’s sister stayed 
with us for one year and, for no accountable rea- 
son, lost 25 pounds. She said it was because she 
could not rest. 

“My wife will tell you that she cannot rest, ei- 
ther, when I am in the house. There are strange 
vibrations in the house, she insists, when I am 
there. The only time she ever really relaxes, she 


says, is when she knows I am sleeping or when 
Iam not there. She will tell you that I know what 
she wants and what she is thinking without her 
saying a word. Hearing t people have accused 
me of psychic powers.

“I do not claim any psychic powers beyond 
my belief in thought transference, telepathy, the 
power of suggestion which all who will may share. 
Which all who will strongly enough may share, 
I should add. Because it is my sure belief that 
if you have a very definite will, you can impose 
it. But to do so is an act of vampirism on one’s 
self. For all of the faculties of the will, the mind, 
the emotions, the beat of the heart, the pulse 
the blood, all the powers drained and concentrat- 
ed into the will—then, it can be done.

“One night we had a guest. I drink many vege- 
table juices. This night I had the juice of the beet. 
Our guest turned white and felt ill. Questioned, 
she laughed rather foolishly, said it had fantas- 
tically occurred to her that I might be drinking 
a cocktail of blood! 

“Exceedingly fond of Roquefort cheese, I eat 
a great deal of it. One night I remarked my lik- 
ing for it and was told, with a tremor in the voice 
of my dinner partner, that Roquefort is aged in 
bats’ caves .. . was that, she wanted to know. half 
in fun but somewhat mordantly in earnest, why I 
craved it...? 

“TI have what I consider reasonably normal

“I am afraid of dying. I am very much afraid and the Shock He Has in Store for this Suspecting 
of dying.

Yet it has been suggested to me, 
again half in fun, again sinisterly in earnest, 
that my fear of dying is because I know what it 
is... beyond. 

“T pick out everything my wife wears. I like 
to see her in simple things. I do not like exotic 
things on women. When we were first married, 
I stopped my wife from using make-up. I did it, 
she will tell you, very gradually and very deli- 
cately. First the lipstick...‘Do not use it,’ I 
said, ‘you have natural color in your lips, I like 
the natural color’...then the rouge, then the 
powder...I told her, ‘When you wear make-up 
you look just like the rest of them.’ I allow her 
to wear no jewelry and no perfume. I took the 
curls away from her face.

Men like natural 
women, I submit; it is a natural instinct. But I 
have been told, ‘Dracula would not like exotic 
women, either...he would like young, fresh 
maidens...’

We may 
then go for a drive, my wife & I. I return and read 
the night through again. This has been my habit 
for many years. But it is suggested to me that I 
dare not sleep, that I am a creature of the night, 
that, by day, not only am I not awake but, per- 
haps, not even alive...” 


horror’s thrall 


“It is all a little monstrous. Sometimes it is 
a little funny. But it is also very interesting be- 
cause it shows the power of suggestion of horror 
on the human mind. It is the explanation of why 
murder mystery books, front page murders, hor- 
ror films are so enormously popular. People, 
women especially, are not repelled by horror, 
they are strongly and strangely attracted to it 
and by it. 

“Bela Lugosi-Dracula: the two have become 
synonyms, virtually inseparable.

“...for a time, after DRACULA, I took my- 
self rather seriously for a number of years...

of my professional destiny, with a repertoire em- 
bracing all kinds and types of men, from Romeo 
to the classics of Ibsen and Rostand, I became 
Dracula’s puppet ...the shadowy figure of Dra- 
cula, more than any casting office, dictated the 
kind of parts I played.

I found myself going 
in for inkwells in the shape of skulls on my desk, 
rooms heavily draped into which the intolerable 
sunshine could not penetrate, couches the shape 
of coffins ...never, surely has a role so influ- 
enced and dominated an actor’s personal life and

the curse of dracula 


“True to his kind he has, at times, infused me 
with prosperity and, at other times, has drained 
me of everything, down to the food I eat. For 
when, a couple of years ago, horror pictures 
were banned in England and Hollywood ceased 
to make them, I was banned with them. During 
that time, we lost our house, our furniture, our 
car. We were penniless and, more than once, close 
to hunger. 

“It seems to me, then, that Dracula; that 
strange, half-human, bloodsucking, vampire 
bat character of Bram Stoker’s famous novel, 
was pursuing me as relentlessly as he pursues 
his promen victims on the stage, on the screen... 
in life... 

he gave me stardom and he gave me star- 
vation... enough extremes in my life to make 
aman mad...but am I?...To the end of an- 
swering this, to me, preposterous question, I 
have cast my mind back over the years of my 
life, making notes, saying to myself, at intervals, 


‘Now here, surely, I was not mad. Here I was 
sound and sane and enterprising’... or, again, 
‘Here I am not so sure...for would a man of 
sound mind have done what I did, have reacted 
as I reacted? ...a sober citizen or ki 
la...let those who read be my judges...” 


700 “scalps”! 


“As a small boy in my native town of Lugos, 
in southern Hungary, one of my most passionate 
pursuits was the acquiring of scalps!- That is, 
we pretended they were scalps. In our town, we 
were half Rumanians and half Hungarians. There 
were two schools, one for the Hungarians, the 
other for the Rumanians. To show the superiority 
of the Hungarians it was our habit to take the 
hats away from the Rumanian boys, pretending 
they were scalps we took, like the American In- 
dians. I had, at one time, 700 hats of Rumanian 
boys! I gloated over them! They shows my su- 
periotity & leadership. I thought of them as 
scalps. But that can be ascribed, can it not, to 
the animal nature, the cruelty inherent in any 
small boy?

“I was very unruly as a boy, very out of con- 
trol. Like Jekyll & Hyde, except that I changed 
character according to sex. I mean, with boys I 
was tough and brutal. But the minute I came 
into company with girls and women, I kissed 
their hands, I kissed their hands again. With 
boys, I say, I was a brute. With girls, I was a 
lamb. Not madness, that, I submit. Rather, I 
like to think, the warrior and the lover which 
are in every man... for men, the kill; for women, 
the kiss...” 


a father feared 


“I had a very severe father. A man who never 
punished me physically but something in his way 
of looking at me and I would get stiff ...a mag- 
netism ...I had such respect for him (he was the 
President of the Bank, the leading citizen of Lu- 
gos) I chilled with fear. It was he who gave me, I 
know, my knowledge that it is not physical force 
which inspires the fear that makes men sick of 
soul so much as that which comes from the eyes, 
some subtle emanation from the personality as 
a gas that takes the strength from men’s limbs. 

“We had a household run mathematically 
strict. One day when I was late for dinner my 
father said to me, ‘You know very well that when 
the big clock in our diningroom strikes 12, you 
put the spoon in the soup. Not one-half minute 
before and not one-half minute afterward. He 
said, ‘Now, you cannot be late again. 

“But the next day I was late. He did not say 
anything to me. I took my place at the table. 
The courses were served...to all but me. I did 
not get one mouthful to eat. When we were done, 
I was required to kiss the hand of my mother 
and my father, to thank them for the dinner and 
—to walk out. That was. the kind of punishment 
he gave. It bit deeper than the lash. 

__ “Now, when my wife will tell that I am the 
Master of the House, when she tells, ‘I do what 
he says, oh, definitely,’ when it is known that I 
must have my house run perfectly, like machin- 
ery, everything, to the last pin, in its appoint- 
ed place, the people raise eyebrows and shudder 
alittle...it is not madness, it is habit grooved 
into me in my childhood...

In films we have BLACULA and COUNT 
YORGA. 

But it is television, with such shows as: 
COUNT DRACULA with Christopher Lee, Dra- 
cula with Jack Palance, The Night Stalker with 


Barry Atwater, and Dark Shadows own Barna- 
bas Collins (Jonathan Frid) which has fed our 
thirst for— 

What? 

Blood? 

There has certainly been a surge of bloodlet- 
ting to satisfy that craving. Beginning with 
NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD, continuing 
with THE CORPSE GRINDERS and I EAT 
YOUR FLESH, I DRINK YOUR BLOOD, to 
name only a few. 

But I found myself entering the theater hi 
ing to escape for a little while from the real 
and wound up wanting to escape back into it 
with a curious lack of appetite. 

I wonder why no one has suggested this meth- 
od of dieting? 

So what is this fascination for vampirism? 

Certainly COUNT DRACULA is a powerful, 
dynamic figure and I can identify with his pow- 
er trip. 

One excellent example of this raw power can 
be seen in the words of Dwight Frye again in 
DRACULA (1982): 

“He came and stood below my window in the 
moonlight ...and he promised me things. Not 
in wo But by doing them... by making them 
happen. 

“A red mist spread over the lawn, coming on 
like a flame of fire... and he parted it...and I 
could see there were thousands of...rats... 
with their eyes blazing ri like his—only small- 
er...and then he held up his hand and they all 
stopped. 

“And I thought he seemed to be saying: 
‘RATS! RATSSS! RATS! Thousands! MIL- 
LIONS OF THEM! All red blood! All these will 
I give to you—IF YOU WILL OBEY ME!” 

To me it’s like listening to Pink Floyd or John 
Mayall’s “Supernatural.” I can experience them 
again and again in the same way I can watch 
Hammer’s HORROR OF DRACULA again and 
again. 

It’s like a classical symphony. 

There are, of course, all the other psyc' 
cal clichés such as “the enactment of ce 
helps relieve aggression and soothes by sublimat- 
ing—like a safety valve.” 

I don’t know if I understand it, either. 

I can’t agree, however, with the argument that 
I like vampire movies because I fear being con- 
fronted by life’s struggle and that I need to ex- 
perience a sense of relief as good triumphs over 
evil. I don’t think so. I usually feel more sym- 
pathy for the Vampire. Just once I’d like to see 
Lee stake Cushing! Those of you who were lucky 
enough to see GRAVE OF THE VAMPIRE 
with William Smith will understand. We won 
in that one! We got our usual staking—but we 
won, too! 

My strongest feeling toward Vampires is— 


identity. 

Vampires never wanted to become vampires. 

Not really. 

Peter Cushing stated it clearly in HORROR 
OF DRACULA when he made note that he had: 

“.. Established that victims consciously de- 
test being dominated by vampirism but are un- 
able to relinquish the practice. Similar to addic- 
tion to drugs. Ultimately death results from 
loss of blood but unlike normal death no peace 
manifests itself for they enter into the fearful 
state of the undead.” 

How terrible is this “fearful state of the Un- 
dead’? Here, in Lord Byron’s poem, “The Gia- 
mour” (1813) is the Soul of a Vampire: 

“But, first on earth as vampire sent, 

Thy corpse shall from its tomb be rent: 

Then ghastly haunt thy native place. 

And suck the blood of all thy race; 

There from thy daughter, sister, wi 

At midnight drain the stream of life. 

Wet with thine own best blood shall drip 

Thy gnashing tooth and haggard life; 

Then stalking to thy sullen grave 

Go—and with the ghouls and afreets rave, 

Till these in horror shrink away 

From specter more accursed than they!” 


The Accursed was what he was considered by 
others and, probably, considered himself. After 
500 years of membership in this Unholy Cult, he 


might be prompted to say, as did Bela Lugosi: 
“..To die. To be really dead. That must be
